MINTMASTER’S QUILL: An Editor’s Prerogative 


My Friends: 


The member was quite firm and even angry. The issue was the perennial one of volunteers and assistance: 
“I have to do it all myself, and there is no one to help me.” Continuing, the individual argued that help would make 
the chore, one of the necessary ones of any organization, easier and my enjoyable, lamenting that “it is me all 
alone.” In retort, someone, from the other side of the gathering, blunt in tone, inquired ‘had you asked anyone to 
help you.” The reply, well, was ‘No’, for no one would be willing. 


This is what I heard, and this is what we have all witness. It is the nature-of-the-beast in being in a 
volunteer or with any local coin club. Yet, my readers, there was something missing, missing in the painful lament 
and in the cruel retort, and it was that powerful verb: ‘Ask’. 


Thomas P. ‘Tip’ O’Neil, Jr. (1912--1994), that famous Irish Catholic Democrat from Boston, and the great 
towering white-haired Speaker of the House of Representatives, once spoke of his first, and only, election defeat. He 
had thought his election was a ‘for-sure’: he certainly was well-known and it was a local election, plus, well, if you 
were Irish, Catholic, and a Democrat in Boston, there is no reason for not to lose. But, he did. 


Taking some time, he walked, as the story goes, about his neighborhood and asked a life-long friend, a 
woman who had known him since his youth, and she replied, in a like blunt tone, “Well, Tip, you never asked me to 
vote for you.” ‘Never Asked Me’. 


Those words ring. It is the key to volunteerism. It is the keystone for any local coin club. It is the cement 
that bounds kindred individuals into common bonds. It is what the aforementioned forgot before the complaint: you 
have to ask someone for help. Coin club members, rarely, rush to the front and the head table where the Officers sit 
and say ‘reporting for duty’. 


There is an art and skill ‘to ask’. It should not be a constant reframe and repetition in a monthly 
newsletter/bulletin or a detailed job description, as once published in one local neighboring newsletter/bulletin. It 
must not always be that overused and over repeated admonishment from the head table. No, ‘To Ask’ Must Be 
Personal, Eye-To-Eye, With A Kind Voice and Appeal. 


Here is where a President really leads, when he or she begins by ‘asking’, ‘asking’, one on one, direct to the 
face, quietly to the side, away from the rush and rumble of the gathering. The President begins by seeking 
individuals and just ‘asking’ them if he or she might help and would he or she be willing to commit. [f the answer is 
‘yes’, then a firm and spirited ‘thank you’. If the answer is ‘well I could do this rather than that’, then an equal kind 
‘thank you’ and let me ‘get back to you soon’. If the answer is ‘no’----and there are certainly more negative 
responses than positive replies----then a President again says ‘thank you’ and ‘maybe next time’. The art and skill is 
in ‘to ask’. No one really wants to lay duct tape at 5:00 AM on a Sunday morning onto a just swept hardwood Elks 
Lodge floor, and no one really wants to bring the 7-Up or Diet Coke to the picnic.

There are those reading this Mintmaster’s Quill who shali, with some justification, compared my reasoning 
with the late ‘Tip’ O’Neil and the numerous ‘No’s’ that one might and shall always hear. Yet, ‘Tip’ leame 
neighbor’s lesson, and he went on never to lose an election.
